A refreshing and factual sum- 
marized review of the storied past 
of St. Catharines was delivered 
last night by A. E. Coombs, St. 
Catharines historian, who was the 
guest speaker, at a dinner meeting 
at tbe Welland House during which 
an attractive, framed, of! painting 
of St, Catharines was presented to 
Mayor W. J. Macdonald to be hung 
in the municipal building. 


The presentation was made on 
behalf of O'Keefs'a Brewing Co. 
Ltd, by Leo W. Bradt, native of 
St. Catharines, now of Toronto. 
The painting is by J. 8, Hallam, 
distinguished Canadian artist, and 
is made from an anthentic sketch 
of “St. Catharines, Upper Canada” 
in the 1840's which is now in the 
Ontario Art Museum, part of the 
John Ross Robertson collection.
